On the 
other hand the Ncw York Times, 
Democratic, and the Chicago Tribune, 
Republican, arc general newspapers, 
and usually opposed to each other. 


Says the Ncw York Times: 


"Plainly this was not a case of 


the RFC having to come to the 
rescue because private finance had 
broken down or refused to func- 
tion. It was a case of the RFC 
backed by the huge resources of 
government, overruling the judg- 
ment of private financiers and 
imposing its own 'yardstick' of 
what interest rates for a 'sovereign 
state' should be." 
Says the Chicago Tribune: 


"It is not clear whether Mr. 


Jones regards a loan to Arkansas 
as one of the ways to throw money 
away in time of war," etc., etc., 
in the usual nice friendly editorial 
vein of WGN (World's Greatest 
Newspaper) Chicago Tribune. 
As a matter of fact, what the RFC 


did for the taxpayers of Arkansas by 
making it possible to refund highway 
bonds at lesser interest rates than 
would have been afforded by private 
bankers alone is quite the least of 
the governmnt's various intrusions in- 
to private business.

SAIGON, French Indo-China —(/P)— 


Wide-spread reports which the As- 
sociated press has been unable to 
race to their source, said Thursday 
he Japanese were planning within the 
icxl two weeks to send 100,000 troops 
Tom Hainan island across 
middle 


French Indo-China into Thailand. 


After traversing Indo-China, the re- 


sort said, the Japanese either would 
:roceed lo Bangkok, or go toward 
Ihe northern border of British Malaya 
ind lurn northeast toward Ihe Burma 
jordcr in an atlempt to isolate Chung- 
ting, capital of the central Chinese 
government and prevent Ihe movement 
of military supplies over tlie Burma 
road. 


(A move by Japan either north or 


south in Thailand would constitule 
a threat to British territory. Burma, 
in the north, and the Malay states 
ind the Singapore base to the south. 


(Japan could not atlack China from 


Thailand 
without crossing 
Burma. 


Thailand has no Chinese frontier.) 


The reports were given wide cre- 


dence here by persons regarded as 
competent to judge. These sources 
said such a land expedition would 
avoid the risk which a move farther 
south by sea would involve and also 
would insure a safe and dependable 
supply route. 


Some observers here suggsted this 


might be Thailand's way of paying off 
Japan for territorial gains from Jap- 
anese mediation of the undeclared bor- 
der warfare between Thailand and 
French Indo-China.

British Subs 
Sink 3 Ships 


Italian Supply, 
Troops Transports 
Are Hit 


LONDON—UP)—Three British sub- 


marines pouncing on Italian convoys 
sank two heavily-laden supply ships, 
"almost certainly" destroyed another, 
and scored hits on two crowded troop 
transports, one of which "it is con- 
sidered certain and completely de- 
stroyed," the admiralty announced 
Thursday. 


The sinking of two supply ships of 


about 2,500 tons each was credited to 
the 1,090-ton Triumph; the third sup- 
ply ship, of 3,000-tons, was said to 
have been hit by the Unique. 


The attack on the convoyed trans- 


ports was carried out by the sub- 
marine Utmost and its torpedo hits 
.were declared to have been followed 
by "a very violent explosion and it is 
considered certain that at least one of 
tlie transports was completely 
de- 


stroyed."

Almost immediately 
highways were jammed with traffic 
as motorists came on the scene fear- 
ful that another tragedy had struck. 


Patrolman Edward Higgins said the 


explosion occurred on the isolated 
"burning grounds" where refuse was 
being destroyed. A quantity of pow- 
der in the refuse apparently explod- 
ed, he added. There was no fire after 
the blast.

"great numbers" of troops Wednesday 
at Salonika, Greek port on the Aegean, 
sea and the back door lo the Bal- 
kans which likely would be the first 
objective of any German thrust from 
Bulgaria. 


This was understood to be the first 


appearance of British forces at Sa» 
lonika although- disembarking of a, 
force expected to total 300,000 men 
has been under way for several days 
at five ports in southern Greece, 


Accounts of the landing of

troops at the Aegean port, along with 
vast supplies of gasoline, came as 
Berlin dispatches reaching Belgrade 
asserted that "the Greek question al- 
ready has been settled." 


These dispatches failed to say what 


kind of setllnieent had been made 
but they added llial "only a short time 
must elapse before this conflagration 
which threatened to engulf other Bal- 
kan states will be extinguished.1

The Crosby researchers are satis- 


fied with their obscurity, and the 
president gave two reasons for not 
wanting to say much about what's 
going on—secrecy in the interests of 
defense, and uneasiness about start- 
ing a parade of inventors to Pasadena. 
They've already got plenty of pro- 
blems. 


Co-Ordinates Small Shops 


One rule concerning the submis- 


sion of ideas has been born 
out 


of some unhappy experiences of the 
movie studios; unsolicited suggestions 
or plans received by mail will not 
be examined or even opened. If the 
picture companies didn't have that 
policy they'd constantly be defending 
suits claiming theft of story ideas. 
The only way you could get your 
hypothetical aerial bomb considered 
would be to walk into headquarters 
and tell 'em about it. ,. 


Although I'm not able to describf 


any specific devices .for warfare, I 
can mention another phase of pre 
paredness which the foundation has 
done in this area—and that's the 
co-ordination of 25 machine shops 
which individually weren't big enough 
to go after government orders.

The Crosby outfit 
has been doing that quite awhile, 
providing co-ordinators and specifica- 
tions engineers and inspectors to keep 
track of everything on a production 
line leading through machine shops 
which are miles apart. The enterprise 
now is organized into Tech Aircraft.

33G to 55, the house approved the $7,- 
000,000,000 appropriation for help to 
England Wednesday night and sent it 
to (lie senate where the leadrship 
hopefully has .arranged for its pas- 
sage by next Tuesday.

MEXICO CITY -(/P)— 
Outraged 


Mexican bullfighter fans 
nnxiously 


awaited Monday the government's of- 
ficial verdict on the latest failure of 
their erstwhile idol Matador Lorenzo 
Garza. 


If the government agrees with the 


jeers of the 30,000 fans who saw him 
fail to dominate two bulls Sunday, 
the sad and tarnished "E Magnifico" 
may be fined up to $1,000 and shorn 
of his contract calling for $3,600 a 
performance. 


He could even be jailed, for 15 


days at most, and some fans contend 
he ought to be for lacking rnaladorial 
"emotion" in giving ground to two 
charging bulls before he killed them 
with ill-aimed thrusts. 


His two greatest rivals for public 


favor, Armillita and Silverio, 
gave 


masterful performances on the same 
program and were carried off on the 
shoulders of cheering fans, each re- 
warded with the ears and tails cut 
from the bulls !they slew with the 
flourishes for which Garza once was 
famous. 


Garza walked out alone, his head 


bent and jeers dinning in his ears. 
A gentle critic suggested that he go 
into retirement for a while. 


The uproar began two Sundays ago 


when a bull survived his word play 
and was led out alive. That cost him 
a fine of ?200. The following Sunday 
he tore his pants on the horns of the 
first bull he tackled.

Defense Makes 
Boom Towns 


Small Cities Are 
Stripped of 
Skilled Laborers 


By JACK STINNETT 


WASHINGTON — Much has been 


written of the boom towns of national 
defense—the cities of workers 
and 


families that spring up overnight as 
thousands of men pour in to build tha 
barracks, houses, sheds and shops that 
go to make up the cantonments. Bu( 
there is another side of the picture. 


Small towns—and even larger ones- 


arc being stripped of carpenters, tin- 
smiths and the other skilled and semi- 
skilled workers who keep a city ship- 
shape. 


Scores of small-town business and 


civic leaders have descended on Wash- 
ington, trying to rush and widen the 
government's decentralization program 
and, with defense contracts, trying 
to stop the drain on their communi- 
ties. I have talked to so many of 
these and I have heard again and 
again the same story. 


The workers arc attracted by wages 


which, because of steady work, over- 
time, and higher scale than in small 
cities, result in a monthly wage high- 
er than most ever dreamed of. They 
arc packing their tools and moving as 
fast as they can. 


The Silver Lining 


At least one government agency 


has taken cognizance of the situa- 
tion. At Social Security they already 
know what is happening and so do 
many congressmen. But other than 
continued efforts on the part of some 


congressmen to speed decentralization, 
no action is planned. 


"There's nothing we can do about 


it," said one Social Security official. 
"The situation is too localized now 
to merit consideration of action. Be- 
sides, to try to slow up the flow 
of labor to these defense construe-, 
tion centers would be to slow up the 
whole program." 


In addition, it was pointed out, what 


now appears to be a serious matter 
to merchants and other residents of 
some of these communities may prove 
in the end, a blessing. The cantonment 
construction and plant expansion work 
wotv't last forever and when it is 
over the workers will return to their 
home towns with money to pay off the 
mortgages and buy some of the com- 
forts and luxuries which they have 
been too busy to enjoy. 


Then there will be plenty of men 


to do the neglected building and re- 
pair work. Business, for a while at 
least, will hum—and just at a time 
when the boom towns are deflating. 


It could work that way of course. 


But in the meantime, the situation 
is producing some awful headaches for 
some small-town residents. 


One visiting business man told me 


that in his community of about 14,000, 
more than 700 skilled and semi-skill- 
ed workers had departed. The two 
nearest cantonment construction pro- 
jects are 200 and 300 miles away. The 
city has no defense contracts yet and 
thus is benefiting in no way that it 
can see from the big building pro- 
gram. 


"Why, 
there were a bunch of the 


men down to the station to see me 
off and one fellow said if I came 
back empty-handed, there were just 
12 merchants in the crowd who were 
going to close their doors. I doubt 
that, but it is no doubt we are hard 
hit," he said. 


An editor from a town of about 5.- 


000 only about 70 miles from a now 
camp told about a neighbor whose 
front door had been knocked loose 
from its hinges. The jamb ha.d split. 
"He couldn't even find a fellow handy 
enough with tools to fix that," said 
the editor.
